“A State Parks and Recreation 
User Survey conducted at Wasatch 
Mountain State Park during the 
months of July, August and 
September, 1981, has been com- 
pleted,” said Earl Kohler, Park 
Superintendent. 

The study has a two-fold 
purpose. First, the Utah State 
Parks and Recreation, a Di- 
vision of the Utah State Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources and 
Energy, desired information per- 
tinent to the future admini- 
stration, operation, and develop- 
ment of the state park system. 
Second, recognizing the need to 
optimize every dollar appro- 
priated, the Division sought to 
obtain this information from the 
most important person in the state 
parks and recreation system — the 
user. 

The data sought came from a 
study conducted by four univer- 
sity student researchers, two from 
the University of Utah and two 
from Utah State University. A 
total of 2,261 parties in 31 
different state park and recreation 
areas were asked during July, 
August and September, 1981, to 
respond to 33 questions ranging 
from the types of improvements (if 
any) they would like to see, to 
identification of funding sources 
for those improvements. 

The typical overnight visitor 
spends an average of four days at 
Wasatch Mountain State Park as 
compared to two days at other 
state parks represented in the 
survey. Moreover, the survey 
shows that although Wasatch 
Mountain State Park is used 
primarily by Utah residents (92 
percent), the average cost of the 
trip.($137) is higher than other 
parks with high resident use ($50). 

The people questioned indicated 
that they come to Wasatch 
Mountain State Park primarily to 
golf and camp. The close 
proximity of the park to the 
Wasatch Front, the setting, and 
the facilities all attract use.

RE: Boat Camps at Deer Creek Reservoir 


The Wasatch County Board of Health met on October 26, 1981. One 
of the items of discussion was the boat camps that are located around 
Deer Creek Reservoir and the health requirements that must be met by 
these camps. The board determined that the camps must meet the minimum . 
standards as outlined in the "Recreational Vehicle Park Sanitation 
Regulations". Two of the major concerns are the water supply and the 
waste water disposal which we have outlined below that must be addressed 
to meet the requirements of these regulations. 


Water Supply 


There must be a source capacity of 100 gallons per day per vehicle 
space and a storage volume of 50 gallons per vehicle space per day. These 
requirements do not include water for outside use and fire protection. 
The system must meet the requirements of the Utah State rules and regulations 
relating to drinking water requirements. 


Maste Water 


Waste water is to be discharged into a public water system or into 
a System meeting the requirements of the Utah State Code of Waste Disposal 
Regulations. Design is based on not less than 125 gallons per day per 
recreational vehicle space. If a sewer is not provided a sanitary dump 
station of approved design for waste water originating in any recreational 
vehicle must be provided. The design shall be based on not less than 
50 gallons per day per "self contained" trailer space. 


Any camp that accepts patrons with dependent vehicles, tent, etc., 
must have a service building equipped with restrooms. The health code 
requires one water closet per 50 males and one water closet per 25 females. 
It requires one urnial per 50 males and one lavatory per 50 males and 
one per 50 females. 


As a board of health, we feel that with these health requirements 
as well as additional requirements that the planning commission and 
state park requires, the possibility of health hazards would be greatly 
reduced.
